It 
has some analogy to the kick-off 
in a football game, or to that pre- 
liminary warming up of the players 
before a baseball game, which fives 
the partisans an opportunity to do « 
little 
cheering. 


Of course, It Isn't enough for the 


Republicans merely to carry Maine. 
They nearly always do that. The real 
test, it is always 
recognized, lies 


wholly in the degree of the Republi- 
can victory. In 1916 the Maine Re- 
publckns carried this September elec- 
tion In Maine by 14,000 and then car- 
ried the presidential election in No- 
vember by only 5,000. 


THE SIGNS 


For the information of any one 


who is Interested In the kind of de- 
ductions

actual 
politicians 


make from the Maine election it may 
be said that if the Republicans carry 
this election for Governor on Septem- 
ber 13 by more'than 15,000, it will be 
interpreted as an omen of a substan- 
tial Harding victory throughout the 
country as a whole in November. If 
the Republican, majority should be 
much less than'10,000 it will be in- 
terpreted as giving encouragement to 
Cox. 


Without making any predictions in 


figures, it may be said that as con- 
ditions stand today, the Republicans 
ought to do better than normal. The 
Republicans are organized, the Demo- 
crats are not. For weeks the Repub- 
lican managers and candidates have 
been busy in every village. The Dem- 
ocrats, on the other hand, seem to be

ocrats have been eo listless that they 
haven't troubled to put up especially 
strong candidates for congress. On 
the other hand, the four Republican 
candidates for congress are strong, 
three of them being the Bitting mem- 


bers. In an* district the Democrats 
allowed their congressional nomina- 
tion to go rnOre or less by default, 
and it was taken by a r»llro»a en- 
gineer running chiefly on the plumb 
plan.
